Considering the peculiar sanc- 
tity of the season, if the metropolis of Chrisiendom could 
have ever hoped for peace on earth, or succor from

GREAT MEETING OF ARMENIANS AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The following letter from Mr. Goodell, dated Bey- 
root, Sept. 29, 1826, and addressed to the Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Board, describes one of the most 
remarkable events of this eventful age. The occur- 
rences reported are, indeed, so wonderful, so beyond 
what even the friends and supporters of missions had 
dared to expect, thatat first they seem almost incred- 
ible. The reader should observe, however, that the 
letter was written on the 29th of Sept. that the sub- 
stance of it was confirmed on the Sth of the following 
month, and not doubted by the missionaries, on the 
18th:—at which time, Mr. Goodell wrote to the Cor- 
responding Secretary in the manner following : 

I wrote you on the 15th, and again on the 29th ult. 
Should you receive this first, you will do.well, perhaps,

Besides a notice of our Camp-meeting Ww 
Sept. last, a few particulars appeared im the Heraid 
some weeks ago; but our friends here think a more 
ample account of the Lord’s work among us ought to 
be published. The fruits of our Camp-meeting were 
| more extensive than they were ascertained to be at 
} the time. It is now thought 125 or.130 were convert- 
}ed on the ground. Brother IT. labored under serious 
disadvantages when he furnished the account of this 
meeting; and the whole amount of good done must re- 
main a secret to mortals, tiil the archives of eternity 
shall be unfolded. The small pox carried off 7 per- 
sons in this vicinity, in about 3 months after the Camp. 
meeting. In answer to praver, ** the plague wasstay- 
ed,” aud, Dec. 17th, the present reformation began io 
the north part of Manchester. In this part of the 
town, our lectures, class and praver-meetings had been 
kept up for six years, and there tiad been no other reg- 
ular meetings in the place. The work commenced in 
a prayer-meeting, at which there were present two 
brethreu, Give or six sisters, and about 20 who did not 
profess religion. Jan. 4, 1827, our Baptist brettren 
began to hold meetings in the place, and a considera- 
ble number of persons experienced religion among 
them; who were, of course, iminediately immersed, 
besides some who had found the Lord among us. Our 
Congregational brethren, after a while, began to hold 
meetings in various parts of the town, with ihe help of 
their stated minister, and another recently come to the 
|place. Wehope their church will be refreshed, and 
many in their congregation converted to God. March 
5, 1827, the reformation broke out in East [artfurd, 
Scotland Village, in Mr. H ’s paper-mill. The i- 
‘mediate instruments in the commencement of this 
work, were the pious females engaged in that estab- 
lishment. By their faithful exhortations while about 
| their usual business, and their fervent prayers, sinners 
were awakened and had no rest tillthey found a Sav- 
iour. Inone apartment, 20 young women are employ- 
| ed, and all of them now profess religion. March 2d, 
| the work snread into the neighborhood of Manchester 
Glass Works. Ten persons requested prayers, and 4 
| found peace in the first meeting. A few are now se- 
| Pious in the south part of the towp; bat the principal 
work, at present, is in the north part of Manchester, 
| and the contiguous part of Exast Windsor. At one meet- 
{ing in the north, a few evenings since, 17 persons re- 
"quested prayers. It is proper here to say, we have 
| kept our preaching, prayer and class-meetings, in reg- 
| nlar operation, but bone of our exercises have been 
attended with more immediate good than our prayer- 
| meetings. In these our brethren have labored, in 
| season, and out of season,” and great blessings have 
| resulted from them. To accommodate people in the 
| manufacturies, many of our meetings have commenced 
at balf past 8 o’cluck, P. M. and continued until about 
10 o’cleck ; then as many as were so disposed, tarried 
| to pray an hour or two longer. But I 
| none that wrestled all night, like Jacob, or talked till 
day-break, as did St. Paul. The usual manner ofcon-
